The latest “‘Madison Avenue’’ 
political story takes this line: 

‘There will be a steel 
in late June. It will have the ef- 
fect of reducing inventory. There 
will be unemployment but most 
of it will be concentrated in 
automobiles and steel, and work- 
ers there have the protection of 
a guaranteed annual wage and 
unemployment insurance. Once 
the political conventions are out 
of the way and President Ejisen- 
hower has been nominated, in- 
ventories will be down far 
enough for consumer demand to 
be strong. The White House will 
then be able to settle the strike 
at about the time the fall cam- 
paign begins. The beginning of 
personal efforts by the candi- 
dates will coincide with the re- 
turn to work, the demand for 
consumer goods, and a step up 
in construction. The President, 
of course, will not be consulted 
or informed of this ‘plan’. It will 
be ‘handled’ by Ike’s ‘friends’ 
who feel the strike will be best 
for them and, if moved on a 
‘Madison Avenue’ dramatic sched- 
ule, good for him as well.” 


Few Benefit 

This is too cold-blooded and 
cynical a story to accept. But it 
is current, along with another 
about plans to submit a peace 
treaty to all nations the week of 
the Democratic Convention. 

It is not true that no one wins 
a strike. Some few special in- 
terests would benefit from a steel 
shutdown. But a great many small 
businessmen would be broken and 
bankrupt. 

Stee] itself will have too much 
awareness of the over-all na- 
tional problem to permit any po- 
litical plotters to make use of 
what is a grave, economic wres- 
tling match with inflation. Steel 
knows the American economic 
system must be made to work if 
it is to be preserved. 

Certainly President Eisenhow- 
er angrily would disown any such 
political concept as emerges 
from the gossip mills of New 
York’s political stews. 

Wholesale prices have been 
edging ‘upward. In time they | 
will, of necessity, spill over into 
retail prices. A rise in steel 
wages and prices would cause an 
immediate increase in costs of 
all items involving steel... and 
that covers much of our con- 
sumer economy. 

The White House would like to 
see wage and price increases 
held within conservative limits. 
But as of yet, there is no indi- 
cation of success. Indeed, there 
is every indication of adminis- 
tration defeat. Big steel and big 
unions seem to want an upping 
of prices and wages. 


Price Markups 


If this happens it means a 
new round of price markups on 
literally hundreds of items, 
large and small, which the 
consumer wants and needs. 
This would put as much eco- 
nomic weight on the small 
business concern as would a 
strike. 

The White House must know 
that even the Gibraltar-like 
popularity of President Eisen- 
hower would be damaged by a 
strike or a great impetus to 
inflation, which would have the 
additional effect of reaching 
into agriculture and further 
depressing it. 

To the consumer the ques- 
tion is plain. It is this: 

Does Big BuSiness and Big 
Labor honestly think that 
higher wages and higher costs 
can forever be passed on to the 
consumer without growing re- 
sistance to buying? 

The génius, or dynamic, of 
the American system has been 
mass production of goods at a 
price the American people 
can pay. 

Our future, as a ffee enter- 
prise nation may rest upon our 
ability to come to grips with 
inflation by doing something 
about pricing and wages. That 
the crisis should become the 
subject of cynical political gossip 
is not good.

The President also seems to have 
found the answer to critics of the 
cost of foreign economic aid and technical 
assistance programs. Why not let private 
industry participate in the job as they 
have done in this country by putting 

of their billions of dollars in private 
dations to work in foreign countries? 

The President challenged them to do 
#0. He suggested that the foundations and 
this country’s great universities team 
up in establishing educational centers 
throughout the free world as a weapon 
against Communist colonialism. These 
centers could bring knowledge and tech- 
nology to those peoples who seek them 
and thus make a major contribution to 
world peace and prosperity. 

Fostering mutual trade, advancing le- 
gitimate political and economic aspira- 
tions, respect for cultural traditions and 
help for the weaker nations from the 
strong form a four-point statement of 
principles which, if implemented, could 
provide the answer to the new Commu- 
nist threat. 

But the education center proposals are 
among the most imaginative and in- 
triguing ideas yet proposed by the admin- 
istration, As he outlined them, they are 
not to be direct propaganda agencies of 
the government but a means of providing 
the intellectual tools by which people may 
help themselves while remaining free.

Early Drought Suggests 
The Need for Planning 


There is direct relationship between 
the lift of fluid in thermometers and the 
drop of fluid in rivers and wells. 

This is a fact increasingly familiar to 
the nation, including the usually water- 
sufficient Southeast. But it is impossible 
to avoid added concern when the Atlanta 
area and most of Georgia report drought 
conditions well before June’s arrival. 

A check reveals that wells and springs 
which went dry in last year’s drought 
have not started flowing this summer de- 
spite the heavy rains of the spring months. 

DeKalb County already is curbing use 
of water. The City of Atlanta is “holding 
its own.” The city pumped 75 million gal- 
lons last Tuesday, the first day of above- 
90 temperature. This was 15 million gal- 
lons above average. 

The usual periods of drought are still 
ahead of us. To be in trouble before May 
has departed is most unusual. It indicates 
a crisis before autumn has come. And it 


that basic changes are being made. There 
are bound to be disagreements and these 
are healthy in trying to reach the best 
policy for the nation. They’ve been going 
on for some time. 


It should be noted, too, that the Presi- 
dent is backing up a doctrine for which 
his own party castigated Harry Truman. 
Perhaps Truman was even more patient 
than Ike would be in such cases as those 
involving Gen. MacArthur and other dis- 
gruntled “political” generais who were 
most helpful to the GOP and Ike in the 
1952 campaign. Little was said about 
“discipline” in those days. 

It is interesting to see the shoe on the 
other foot. We've had entirely too many 
generals going over the heads of their 
commanders-in-chief in direct political 
appeals to the people, Let them argue 
among themselves as much as they wish 
but there can be but one policy and the 
top commander is responsible for seeing 
that it is carried out. 


The entire nation is concerned with 
this policy and should be permitted to 
pass judgment on it, too. The differences 
are so fundamental that they must be 
resolved once more by the Congress and 
the President. 


Meanwhile, Secretary of Defense Wil- 
son serves no good purpose in‘hiding his 
head in the sand and optimistically as- 
suming that no differences exist. He 
should exert the leadership and intelli- 
gence that the office demands.

Federal Superhighways 
Are Closer Than Ever 


The dedication of a new bridge across 
the Delaware River, connecting the New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania turnpikes, now 
makes it possible to drive from Maine 
west to the Ohio-Indiana bofder on four- 
lane highways or better. 

With the exception of a short stretch 
in Massachusetts where a superhighway 
is under construction, this route is prac- 
tically free of traffic obstructions. It by- 
passes big cities and generally is clear 
of crossings and other traffic hazards. 

Of the total mileage of this route, 
only the Henry Hudson Parkway in New 
York is free. On the remainder the mo- 
torist pays a toll of about one cent a 
mile, surely a small price for speed with 
safety and freedom from worries concern- 
ing other drivers who pass on hills and 
curves. 

This sort of driving is the kind every- 
body would like to see in Georgia, not only 
for its ease but because it eliminates 
some of the terrifying perils of our nar- 
row, obsolete main roads. The four-lane 
stretches of U.S. 41 should be duplicated 
on other important arteries. 

Opposition to toll roads killed any 
chances Georgia may have had for speedy 
conversion of its main roads into super- 
highways. But it appears that the federal 
government will step in where the state 
feared to tread. 

The Senate Finance Committee has 
voted favorably on a multimillion-dollar 
highway bill, to connect important popu- 
lation centers with superhighways. The 
system will be financed with the help of 
a boost in gasoline taxes, a toll that will 
be paid by users and nonusers alike. 

Federal plans call for construction as 
traffic demands it and efficiency will be 
the main consideration. Existing super- 
highways that meet federal standards 
naturally will be included in the system, 
a factor that may be regretted by those 
responsible for Georgia’s lack of same. 

Georgia will have an up-to-date system 
of main roads some day, but most defi- 
nitely not on a local option basis.

Service Squabbles 
Show Partisanship 


WASHINGTON—If we are- going to get some 
benefit out of the Army-Air Force-Navy wrangle 
we could usefully focus attention upon three 


points : 


1. What is President Eisenhower really talking about when he 
instructs the Joint Chiefs of Staff that they must act as a ‘‘corporate 


body’’? 

The very fact that in recent 
months the President repeatedly 
has had to lecture the joint chiefs 
on the necessity of rising above 
service partisanship shows how 
little headway has been made in 
bringing about the unification of 
the armed forces during the nine 
years since the Unification Act 
was passed in 1947. 

What Eisenhower has been 
pleading for is that each mem- 
ber of the joint chiefs mentally 
free himself from the ‘‘parochial- 
ism’” of his service and appraise 
every issue before the joint chiefs 
exclusively from the standpoint of 
the national interest, not predom- 
inantly from the standpoint of the 
Navy’s interest, or the Army’s or 
the Air Force’s. 

A considerable amount of the cur- 
rent interservice controver- 
sy stems from service partisan- 
ship. When every admiral always 
thinks the Navy’s view is. right, 
when every Army general always 
sides with the Army against the 
other services, when every Air 
Force general thinks the Air Force 
can never be wrong — you can 
see how service parochialism lim- 
its the thinking — and the vision 
—of the joint chiefs. 

This is what the President is 
trying to overcome in pressing the 
joint chiefs to take a corporate or 
a national viewpoint rather than 
a service viewpoint.

Thus, wages and materials alone ac- 
counted for close to 11 billions of the 
total 14 billions received by the steel 
companies from sales, services and all 
other sources. As the chart at the right 
shows, this was 77.1 per cent of every 
dollar taken in.

Will Cox is such a man 

If you've ever been to the Okefenokee state Park on the Way- 
cross side you may have seen Will. If you were very fortunate 
you may have arrived there on a busy day when all the young 
guides were engaged and Will himself, one of the last of the 
old-time “‘swampers,”’ took you out in his boat. 
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Photographer Ryan Sanders and I, down here for a news 
story, went deep into the swamp with Will the other day and 
it's hard to decide which was the more impressive—the silent, 
awesomely beautiful swamp or the quiet man who knows it like 
the palm of his own gnarled hand. 

“I never went to school but three months in my whole life,” 
Will confided after we had been out a couple of hours. “I grew 
up in this swamp—and my father and my grandfather before me. 
We didn’t have schools then, but after the lumber companies 
came in and started cutting the cypress there was a little log 
school six miles away and me and my sisters was sent. I[ didn’t 
like it much, though. They would go, but I would drop behind 
and spend the day in the swamp. It was my school.”’ 


The swamp was also his church. 

He went into the settlement church twice, Will said, but he 
didn’t care for it much. ‘‘Why should I put myself in a building 
when the Old Master is out here in His swamp?’’ he asked. 

And in an oddly touching way Will manages to convey a sense 
of the Old Master’s presence as he propels his little boat through 
the dark water trails of the old swamp, untouched as the day of 
creation. 


You listen to the bonnet lilies and the wild orchids squeak 
against the sides of the boat and watch the progress of a snowy 
egret from one moss-draped o!d cypress tree to anothe! A red- 


winged blackbird sets up a commotion in the floating thicket 
nearby and Will points him out. 

It’s so easy to take one’s environment for granted. Will might 
have spent his entire life in the Okefenokee and been ignorant 
of its secrets. But he loves it, and in his love and pride he has 
learned the names of all the flowers—even some botanical names 
picked up from visiting botanists. He knows the birds and their 
habits and he is utterly unafraid of the alligators and the snakes 
and the bears. 


“I learned as a little young’un that there ain’t nothing in the 
swamp with malice in its heart. Not a creature here will hurt 
you unless you put it where it has to defend itself.” 

The swamp has been a terror to some people. Will told of 
lost hunters and fishermen who went crazy after a couple of 
nights there. He has found skulls of lost wanderers. But surviving 
in the swamp is easy if you know how. If you've got a safety 
pin and a piece of string you can fish, he said. The roots of the 
lilies taste like Irish potatoes and the swamp abounds in berries. 


“Even your bait is at hand,’”’ he grinned, reaching out and 
pulling in a lily leaf. He opened the stem of the lily and there, 
enfolded by green, was a little white worm—new-hatched mos- 
quito hawk. 

Will flipped the worm onto the surface of the coffee-colored 
water, where it glided about gracefully as a dancer on a polished 
floor—but only for a moment. A fish grabbed it. 

The Okefenokee is Will Cox’s world and he moves through it 
effectively and reverently.
